ASSOCIATION HISTORY 



The Association was founded in 1956, and became a full member of the Ii'xF in 
the same year. 

GOVEEfliMENT ATTITUDE 



The Government wholly supports planned parenthood and sex education, and works 
in close cooperation with the Association. The Association cooperates with the 
Ministry of Education and the Ministry of Defence (several pamphlets on contracep- 
tion have been produced for the Army). 

The Danish International Development Authority (DANIDA) established a planned 
parenthood committee in 1966. In addition to providing an annual grant to the IPPF, 
Denmark has also contributed to the UN Fund for Population Activities. 

LEGISLATION 



Under the terms of the Pregnancy Hygiene Act of 1966 , anybody over the age of 15 
may be given contraceptive advice by a physician or clinic. Physicians are 
obliged to offer contraceptive advice to women after delivery or abortion. 
Legislation of 1958 makes it compulsory for human reproduction to be included in 
biology syllabus from the 7th Grade onwards (14 years old). 

A law allowing abortion on socio-medical indications was passed in 1970. In 
connection with this law and the Pregnancy Hygiene Act, a grant is available through 
the Ministry of Interior by which expenses in connection with contraceptive advice 
may be recovered.

FACTS AND FIGURES 



The Association has a number of clinics in Copenhagen and has recently opened a 
centre for teenagers where they can obtain advice. The F F distributes good 
quality contraceptives through the pharmacies, under the name FLAN. Condoms are 
tested by the Banish Pharmacy Owners 1 Testing Laboratory (DAK). An IUD (Antigon), 
orals, and spermicides are manufactured in Denmark. 

A survey, The Use of Contraception by Young Mothers in Copenhagen, by 
Dr A. Braestrup (J.biosoc. Sci. ( 1971 ) 3543-60) indicates that knowledge of con- 
traception is now general in Copenhagen and that the majority of people practise 
contraception. 

TRAINING 



The Association trains student and postgraduate midwives, and has given lectures 
on planned parenthood to students from developing countries. 

RESPONSIBLE PARENTHOOD AND SEX EDUCATION 



The Second Report of the State Sex Education Committee has been published and the 
Education Minister is preparing a bill on sex education. 

The Association has its own educational consultants and is cooperating with the 
Danish Teachers Association on lectures and demonstrations of teaching material, 
as well as with principals of primary schools. The Association has organized a 
sex education conference for teachers, and has produced a sex education glossary 
and reading lists.

MFPF was founded in 1956 and became a full member of the IPPF in 1965* 
GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 



The Government favours an increase in the birth rate in metropolitan France. 

Family allowances are generous, and these were increased at the same time as the 
1967 law, repealing the 1920 legislation against contraception, was passed. On 
the other hand, in the Overseas Departements of Guadeloupe, Martinique, and 
Reunion, the Government favours a reduction in the birth rate. Tne 1967 legislation 
prohibits publicity for planned parenthood, except in medical journals. 

IEGISLATION 



The law of 28 December 1967s modifying the law of 1920 on contraception, has yet 
to be practically applied. Two regulations relating to the sale and import of 
contraceptives, and to the manner of their presceiption , have been published but 
are not yet applicable. Although oral contraceptives are sold as drugs, 
diaphragms, spermicides, and lUDs are not officially on sale. 

Other regulations, governing planned parenthood centres, have yet to be published. 

Thus, although contraception is no longer illegal, the activities of the MFPF are 
severely restricted. 

FACTS AND FIGURES 



The MFPF runs over 300 advice centres, of which two only actually provide con- 
traceptives (on a pilot project basis); the others refer to physicians trained 
by the College des Medecins. 

A planned parenthood centre has been established in a polyclinique in Paris with 
social workers, family guidance workers, and gynaecologists. Here patients pay the 
equivalent of 20% of the cost of treatment. 

The MFPF has received a grant from the National Sickness Benefit Fund, and has 
applied for a grant from the Family Allowances Fund. 

The annual incidence of induced abortion is estimated at about half the number 
of live births.

The MFPF College des Medecins trains physicians in contraceptive techniques, and 
over 2,000 (including 500 gynaecologists) are now prescribing. 

The MFPF sex education committee is responsible for coordinating activities on a 
national basis. Lectures have been given for both teachers and students and the 
Association has produced a number of visual aids in this field. 

The association produces a quarterly journal, ,r Planning Familial ", which is on 
sale publicly in kiosks and newsagents.

GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 



The present Government is favourably disposed to planned parenthood. The Ministry 
of Youth, Family and Health has specified a number of fields of activity, including 
research into the effectiveness of family education and advice, including planned 
parenthood and sex education. 

For the first time/' funds for development have been set aside for planned parent- 
hood by the Ministry of Economics and the Ministry of Economic Co-operation* 

Pro Familia has received both Federal and municipal grants for its work* 

LEGIST ATION 



Abortion is prohibited, except on medical indications. The relevant paragraph 
(218) of the law is under review and proposals have been submitted by the Ministry 
by lawyers and various other organizations. 

FACTS AND FIGURES 



The Association has branches in all Lfinder of the Federal Republic and runs over 
50 clinics at which all methods of contraception, except the IUD, are available. 
The IUD is, nevertheless, offered at some university hospital clinics. 

There are two condom manufacturers, one of diaphragms, and several of spermicides 
and oral contraceptives. 

Induced abortion is believed to be widespread* 

Pro Familia cooperates closely with the Parit&tischer Wohlfahrtsverband and the 
Patit&tisches Bildungswerk, of which it is a member* In addition, Pro Familia 
works closely with many women’s organizations, as well as with the German Society 
of Gynaecologists*

RESPONSIBLE PARENTHOOD MD SEX EDUCATION 



Sex education is now obligatory in all secondary schools, and the Federal Ministry 
of Health has published a Sexualkunde-Atlas intended for use in the school 
curriculum from the age of 14 . Pro Familia is increasingly requested by schools 
to provide speakers or to lead discussion groups with teaching staff, as well as 
to organize sex education programmes for schools. Up until now no proper training 
facilities for teaching sex education have been provided. 

Some Pro Familia Land branches have established sex education committees, and 
prepared literature and courses. 

Pro Familia is a member of the Working Committee on Sex Education in the Federal 
Ministry of Youth, Family and Health.

About 75$ of 'those seeking advice came from Luxembourg, and 
the remainder mainly from France, German Federal Republic, and Italy. Induced 
abortion is common - 3“ 5?

The Association considers that its main task is to educate people towards 
responsible parenthood, and this approach has been favourably publicised in the 
press and on radio and television programmes. It is estimated that about a third 
of patients visiting the clinic come as a result of this publicity.

Founded in 1957? full member of the IPPF 1959 • In the new circumstances existing 
after the Second World War, there was a situation of ever increasing abortion, lack 
of contraceptives, lack of physicians trained in contraceptive techniques, and 
complete lack of publications to popularise the idea of planned parenthood. Owing 
largely to the efforts of the TPR, planned parenthood services in Poland are now 
fully integrated with the health service. Advice is available in about 1,400 of 
the ’K* Kobiet (Woman) out-patient departments for women as well as in all 
gynaecological and obstetric wards in the hospitals throughout the country. 

GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 



The positive government attitude towards planned parenthood is shown by its support 
of the TPR and the integration of planned parenthood with public health services 
of the' country# 

LEGISLATION 

1956 legislation permits abortion on medico-social grounds, A law of 1959 requires 
physicians to offer contraceptive advice post abortum. 

FACTS AND FIGURES 

There are over 3,000 consultation centres throughout the country. Physicians are 
obliged to give advice on planned parenthood and every new mother has to sign a 
certificate saying that she had been given advice. In addition the TPR has its own 
clinics in Warsaw and Krakow. The TPR also manufacture through "Securitas’* its own 
spermicide and cervical caps. Diaphragms are imported from the UK; IUDs and orals 
are manufactured. Contraceptives are also sold in chemists, stationery shops and 
various health institutions. 70$ of the cost is born by social insurance. 

There were an estimated 160,000 legal abortions in 1968, a significant decrease 
over the previous year. The number of women in the fertile age group is thought 
to be declining.

Contraception is included in the curriculum of gynaecology students * 5th year 
medical students have 2 hours on contraception and 6 hours on fertility and 
sterility. The Institute of Mother and Child organise conferences on oral contra- 
ception and the IUD for physicians. 

RESPONSIBLE PARENTHOOD AND SEX EDUCATION 



There is continual activity in this field. The TPR has its own publishing 
department and has produced literature on planned parenthood, sex education, infant 
care, hygiene, infertility, etc. Lectures on sex education have been introduced 
into the curriculum of the Polish Medical Academies, and the Minister of Education 
has recommended the implementation of a 32 hour programme on hygiene, including a 7 
hour programme for sex education in secondary schools. The TPB supports such 
recommendations by arranging training courses for teachers and lectures for young 
people, as well as producing visual aids, literature etc. The TPR is also active 
in education in the army. A weekly radio programme is devoted to aspects of 
planned parenthood, sax education, pregnancy etc. There are also many T.V. 
programmes on these topics. 

The Modem Family Research Centre conduots research on attitudes and views of youth 
on sex, love, marriage and family, and on marital difficulties. The first part 
of a study on Carried couples in conflict” has been published. The MFRC 
supervises a premarital and. family consultation office, arranges discussions when 
the research is in progress, and evaluates the results of research on the contem- 
porary family conducted by other institutions.

The APF was founded in July 1967 , with the object of assisting families in matters 
relating 1 both to fertility and sterility; of preventing the increase of abortion 
by encouraging contraception; and stimulating the creation of further planned 
parenthood advice centres. 

GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 



The association was founded with the official approval of the Ministry of Health, 
which also made a grant available for its establishment. It is hoped that in 
due course the association may expect increasing support from the government for 
its activities within the MCH framework. 

LEGISLATION 



The law does not forbid contraception (but only any action which destroys life, 
i.e. abortion).

LEGISLATION 



A Decree of 1966 restricted the previous liberal legislation on abortion to medical 
indication, or when the woman has four or more children. As the result of this 
legislation the incidence of illegal abortion is reported to be increasing. 

Legislation has also been introduced making divorce more difficult. Economic 
inducements towards larger families are being offered;. these include higher 
taxation for childless couples and single people 9 and priority is being given to 
the building of nurseries and children’s homes.

GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 



The Federal government has no official policy on plannjd parenthood. The Centre 
Medico-Social de Pro Familia in Lausanne was established in 1967 , with financial 
support from the Public Health Department of the Canton de Vaud and the local 
health authority# 

LEGISLATION 



There is no law against contraception, although local religious influences some- 
times make the obtaining of advice difficult. Abortion is available on broad 
medical indications, and a large number of women from neighbouring countries avail 
themselves of it. Availability of contraceptive advice depends on the attitude 
of individual physicians. 

FACTS AND FIGURES 



The Pro Familia Centre works in close cooperation with the University Department 
of Obstetrics and Gynaecology in Lausanne. All methods of Contraception, except 
IUDs, are offered at the clinic centre; in Geneva IUDs are offered. A centre 
was opened in Nyon in June 1969 * 

TRAINING 



Some training is given in the University Hospitals of Basel, Lausanne, and Geneva. 
RESPONSIBLE PARENTHOOD & SEX EDUCATION 



The Public Health Department in the Canton de Vaud encourages planned parenthood 
for the protection of the family and to combat abortion, and publishes sex 
education literature. Lectures are given by physicians, family counsellors, 
nurses, and social workers co-operating with the Pro Familia centre, on various 
aspects of planned parenthood and on sex education. Sex education is also included 
in the school curricula in the Canton of Geneva. 
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
